THROUGH THE LOOKING GLASS 


Tue Aprit snow in the Morrison Planetarium, “Through the Telescope,” will 
present the sky as it is seen through some of the world’s largest telescopes. 

Objects in the Planetarium sky will first be pointed out, and then lantern 
slides, projected on the dome, will show them as they appear through a telescope. 
Visitors will see the moon and planets through the eye of the 36-inch telescope 
at Lick Observatory, while distant stars and nebulae will be presented as they 
appear to observers using more powerful telescopes, such as the 200-inch re- 
flector at Palomar. Pictures of famous telescopes also will be shown. 

Each show will include a demonstration of how a telescope works. An image 
will be projected first through a telescope lens and then with a telescope mirror 
to explain the difference between refracting and reflecting telescopes.
